Father Diller just recently 
spent several days at St. Joseph’s 
availing himself of the library and 
talking the program over* with the 
faculty members. 


“A man who lives close to the 
soil lives close to God.” Thus did 
the Rev. Harold Diller, C.PP.S., 
former professor at St. Joseph’s, 
impress on us the Catholic philoso- 
phy behind the Catholic Rural Life 
Movement in which he now is pre- 
paring by travel and study to take 
an active part as a member of the 
Precious Blood Society. 

From this sincere conviction of 
his, Father Diller drew for us some 
pointed conclusions concerning the 
importance of this movement 
which has received its impetus in 
America in recent years from the 
efforts of Monsignor Ligutti. 
Father especially was concerned 
with the phase of the movement of 
training Catholic rural parish 
priests to become leaders in inspir- 
ing, educating, and guiding their 
Catholic parishoners not only in 
their lives on the soil, but also in 
bettering their lives economically 
apd spiritually. 

Though beginning work in this 
field only recently, thus having 
little to report on his own findings 
and studies, Father Diller never- 
theless ,in an analytic way pointed 
to the . philosophy of the Church
